On August 10, 1961, HUB advised that he was In 
receipt of correspondence by ma^ from a long time acquaintance 
who resides in Havana, Cuba. HH stated he has known this 
individual for approximately eighteen years and that he has J>"2- 

the utmost respect for the reMability of any information 
furnished by this person. B^l stated that over the years in 
corresponding with this Cuban individual, the acquaintanceship 
has been strictly a friendly relationship discussing matters 
of mutual interest that were never more serious than usual-type 
family problems. 


flH stated that on August 10, 1961, he received 
two letters from his Cuban acquaintance, one of which was 
dated August 3* 19&1, and was postmarked Habana, Cuba, August 5, 
1961, and the other one dated August 4, 1961, bore the same 
type Cuban postage a^the first letter but had a partially 
illegible postmark. Hi stated that the first letter forecast 
the arrival of the second letter and brief commentary was made 
regarding conditions in Cuba at the present time to the effect 
that there is an immense shortage of food of all kinds, as 
well as medicine, that this situation has gone from bad to 
worse and is expected to be far worse in the future. This 
letter pointed out that the information that would be included 
in the second letter should be delivered to whomever the 
recipient felt should receive it and that identity of the sender 
should be concealed because it meant the sender’s life and the 
lives of members of the sender's family. 




Both the first and second' letter bore fictitious 
signatures althoughBH had no question that both of the letters 
were from his Cuban acquaintance. 




The second letter contained the following information 
which is quoted as follows :

"1- There are POUR RUSSIAN ROCKET BASES HERE, manned 
by Russians and directed bu members of the Russia 
army. One is in Pinar del Rio, and the other in the 
Oriente Mountaines, and one in Cienaga de Zapata 
(Santa Clara Province). I have not found out where 
the other is. 

"2- Under all the hills or mountains of Pinar del 

Rio and in the Oriente Province (Guantanamo Naval 
Base is in Oriente Prov.), they have excavated 
tunnels communicating in between, where tnaks, 
armament of all kinds, cannons, antiareal guns, 
and sleeping quarters for militia (This has been 
described to me by witness and dwellers of them). 

"3- All the cities of Cuba, specially Havana and 

Santiago, are lnme nsly supplied with antiaircraf_ 
guns, long Check cannons, tanks, armoured cars, 
antiaircraft on top of buildings, hotels, in 
suburban areas and in open grass covered by net 
with green or brown leaves; All the coast is stuffed 
with cammouflaged long reaching cannons (they are 
longer than trailer trucks). 

"4- The Army is being divided into 3 groups : The 

Occidental (Pinar del Rio, H__vana, Matanzas), the 
Central (Santa Clara -Camaguey) , and Oriente. They 
are abundantly supplied with armament and ammunition 
and Mig bombers (Jets). 

"5- They are moving all important documents from the 
different ministeries to the mountains in the 
Sierra maestra, where in case of an attack, they 
intend to hold out. 

"6- They are retiring or taking out of the Communist 
Army the original rebel forces who they know do 
not sympathize with communish, and giving them to 
members of the militia of the communist party. The 
rebel army is being liquidated and only the Militia 
(male and female) will be used for fightin some 
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dressed in rebel clothing and others in militia 
uniform which is an exact copy even to color of the 
Chinese communist militia. 


"7- All the Mig bombers and other remnants of the 

Batista flying outfit, is kept under subterranean 
hangers and depots, in secret bases. All the cement 
of the Morro factory in Mariel, and that in Santiago 
de Cuba, are working at full capacity night and day, 
producing cement for different military bases. 

"8- All hospitals are being built under ground; there 

is one in the Cabana Fkrtress, and others elsewher__ 

"9- There is an important base (secret, in the Or lent e 
province, in the Sierra Meastra, which has tunnels 
stuffed with tanks, cannons, armoured cars, Jeeps, 
ammunition, armament and gas, all prepared to attack 
Guantanamo Naval Base. This is a rocket base, 
specially prepared for a blitz on GTmo. 

"10- Plans are already made to attack Miami, Washington 
and also New York and Military Bases. 

"11 -The ATOMIC BOMB IS ON ITS WAY. I DO NOT KNOW IP HAS 
ARRIVED ALREADY. 

"12-FE3RIL WAR PREPARATIONS ARE CONSTANTLY CARRIED OUT 
AND THEY OPENLY SAY THAT IN ANY MOMENT THE UNITED 
STATES WILL ATTACK CUBA.

On August 9, 1961, a confidential informant, a 
former high-ranking Cuban Government official, advised 
he learned that Dr. Gustavo Aldereguia of Cuba was nominated 
by the Cuban Government to be the new Cuban Ambassador to 
Communist China. Aldereguia is a personal friend of Raul 
Castro, Cuban Minister of Armed Forces, and in the recent 
past traveled to the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
and Communist China with Raul Castro. 

The informant recalled that Aldereguia previously 
made^two other trips to China ; 0ne in the company of Pu.«. 
Josyipiachado , Cuban Minister of Health : the other, alone. 
According to the informant, Aldereguia is a member of a 
group in the Cuban Government who believe in stronger ties 
with Communist China. The informant has concluded that 
the nomination of Aldereguia indicates that Communist China 
now holds a much stronger position in Cuba.

Nuevo Leon, Monterey, Mexico. Reportedly the letter con- 
tains information concerning pro-Castro activities in 
Mexico. 


A' translation of the letter is as follows: 

The writer, who only wants peace and the opport- 
unity for Mexico to evolve its own politics, is con- 
cerned by activities of Castro sympathizers and 
followers among the student body at the University 
of Nuevo Leon, which he attends. Illustrative 
of this activity, he encloses the aforementioned 
flyer. He relates that on one occasion "Communists" 
went to the building of the U. S. Consulate and would 
have taken down the American flag and have burned 
it except for the timely intervention of authorities. 

He informs that much propaganda is being distributed 
throughout the university and many meetings are held 
in favor of Castro. Signs bearing the words "Cuba 
Yea - Yankees No" are common. 

The leaflet, translated, invited the people of 
Nuevo Leon tioa protest meeting against Yankee aggression 
of Cuba, at the Independence Arch, April 20, 1961, and 
contained a notation "Yankees Hands Off Cuba." 

SHHHIHHHIi said he also had in his possession 
previously, a number of pamphlets and leaflets which he con- 
sidered were anti-American and pro-Gastro in nature, but he 
had destroyed them when he became concerned for his own 
safety. These pamphlets and leaflets had bee n obtained by 
him from various plaoes in Mexico, visited by MHHHHH* 

He also said that some of them had represented Russia and 
some Cuba. He claimed that Soviet propaganda material was 
brought into Mexico from Russia, however, he could furnish 
no specific information in this regard. 

IHHHBHHH reported that he had been offered, 
in the past, by a man traveling the border towns of Texas 
and Mexico, $75 to$L50 to contact people in the United States, 
specifically in the East and in the North, to have them request 
permission for Mexican workers to take positions on farms

Re : Cuban Situation 


BHU an American businessman, who has many contacts 
among Cuban exiles in the United States, furnished on August 
11, 1961, a memorandum which he received from a Cuban exile 
group in the Miami, Florida area, proposing a plan to assist the i_ 
Cubans in reconstructing Cub^and also assisting any Cuban 
provisional government. stated that this memorandum - 

primarily deals with economic problems which Cuban exiles will 
face in the future, if and when the present Cuban G overnment is 
overthrown. The document as furnished byd^H reads as 
follows : 


ECONOMIC SUPPORT FOR THE LIBERATION OF CUBA 
“AUGUST 1st, l9bl 

DESCRIPTION OF THE PROPOSED ECONOMIC ORGANIZATION: 

1) The Economic susses of Cuba in exile/ should set up an 
organization that could be called VjFINANCIERA CUBANA", 1 
IhcbrpbraClixg it under the laws or the State of Florida as 
a non-profit organization to be exempt from taxes. All 
requirements should be filled contemplating also the necessity 
that it should continue Its operations in Cuba upon the 
liberation. 

2) The Supreme Council of "Financiera Cubana" would be made by 
the Council of Administration and the Board of Directors. 

3) The Council of Administration should be made up by no less 
than three and no more than seven members, who would be 
responsible for all the operations of the organization. 

These officials could be replaced anytime by a* unanimous vote 

- ,oi':"je other members of the same council or by a vote of two 
* thirds of the members of the Board of Directors.

4) The Board of Directors should be trade up by one delegate 
from each one of the established economic sectors in exile. 
These delegates can be replaced anytime by the same economic 
sector that appointed them. The Board of Directors 3hould 
discuss and set out all the bases for the emergency program 
for the reconstruction of the economy of Cuba, and also 
advise the provisional government on economic matters. 

5 ) The Supreme Council of the "Financiera Cubana" should 
appoint a permanent Committee of six of its members to 
maintain adequate contact with representatives of the 
Government of the United States and other free nations of 
the world. This Committee should serve only as liason 

to discuss pertinent matters, but the decisions and the 
agreements should always be made by the authorized body. 

OBJECTIVES OF THE "FINANCIERA CUBANA": 

1) To finance and support the organization that will carry on 
the coordinated military and underground activities in the 
actual war to overthrow the Communistic regime in Cuba. 

The "Financiera Cubana" is not set up to finance all and 
everyone of the numerous political groups that pretend to 
fight Castro, but to give an ample and effective support to 
the coordinated efforts of all Cubans who are willing to 
fight together in this vital undertaking. 

2) To be the instrument to assure the return of all the stolen 
properties, fixed as well as current assets, to their lawful 
owners upon the liberation of Cuba. 

3) To bring together the representatives of all the economic 
classes of the nation, and to offer them the opportunity to 
make a substantial economic contribution to the liberation 
.of our country without making an immediate cash disbursement 
that would be impossible at this time. 
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Cuban Situation 

MANNER OF OPERATION TO R AISE THE NE CESSA RY .FU NDS : 

1) It is difficult at this time to determine the funds required 
for the operation of this organization until an adequate 
study Is made by the proper committee. 

2) To raise the funds every person or corporation that had 
properties in Cuba should make a sworn statement detailing 
the total value of all those assets. This declaration should 
be a Cuban Notary Public, and be sworn before an American 
Notary Public. The "Financiera Cubana" should issue a 
certificate for each declarant. 

3) In these declarations each party should offer a formal 
guarantee in favor of the "Financiera Cubana", or in favor 
of the appointed agent, pledging a portion of the assets 
that have been declared. The by-laws of the organization 
should determine a maximum percentage of the declared assests 
that could be affected by such obligation. Also a careful 
legal study should be made to determine the best way to make 
this relatively loose guarantee as binding as feasible, and 
to conduct all the proceedings within the boundaries of the 
law. 

4) The certificates of collateral guarantee should be turned 
over to a reputable trustee, so that it can handle the credit 
operations according to the specifications of the organization, 
considering the limitations of the guarantee offered as security. 
The ti’ustee could then issue BONDS to procure the necessary 
loan3 from the investors that want to help in the liberation 

of Cuba.

l)As soon as Cuba is liberated from the Communistic regime.

all proprietors that did not make their sworn declaration 
before should make it then in order to pay for their share 
of the cost of the war against Castro. This load distributed 
among all the proprietors of the nation will affect a very 
small percentage of the value of the assets; yet it will 
place tb© owners in a good moral position for their contribution 
in the overall effort. 

2) At the end of the War, the "Financiera Cubana" should 
determine the amount actually spent in the liberation, and 
the total value of the assets declared; with these bases it 
should calculate the actual percentage of assessment should 
be established as an obligatory "WAR TAX". As soon as 

each proprietor has paid in cash the war tax, his obligations 
to the "Financiera Cubana" will be cancelled. Since the loans 
must be liquidated in dollars and the payments will be made 
in pesos, it would be convenient to stabilize the value of 
the peso at par with the dollar, or establish the equivalent 
value . 

3) The certificates issued by the "Financiera Cubana" should 
serve as bases to pay the war tax and to expedite the return 
of all the stolen assets to their lawful owner. 

CONCLUSIONS : 

It is important to bring about the creation of the "Financiera 
Cubana" as soon as possible in order to give further consideration 
to the specific program that should be followed. 

Concerning Castro mentioned above, it is noted 
that Fidel' Castro is currently Prime Minister of Cuba.

All the ships were freighters; no 
tankers were seen in Matanzas during the eleven days the SS 
Penelope was docked. 


None of the above ships were known to them to have 
unloaded any supplies, such as military equipment. 

The crew of the SS Penelope were permitted by 
the Cuban Government to go ashore anytime they desired. While 
ashore, the crew was not restricted to any specific area, and they 
were free to roam where pleased. 


Many members of the Cuban militia were seen in 
Matanzas, however, no tanks, armored vehicles and like 
nfiLltary vehicles were seen in the area.

Many young girls, none appearing to be over 20 
years of age, and most around 15 to 16 years old, were 
dressed In military garb and were undoubtedly members of 
the militia. 

The Cuban people were very friendly with crew 
members, and on many occasions, they openly told the members 
of his crew to tell the people outside of Cuba that they 
are not Communists. 


On several occasions, members of the crew were 
approached by Cuban civilians for assistance in stowing away 
aboard their ship to escape from Cuba.

the general public, is of an inferior quality, 
noted that he was unable to pick up food supplies 
with the exception of bread, and It took three 
days to fill his small order.

In the plaza of Matanzas was a small aircraft which 
the Cuban Government claimed t o be an Ameri can plane shot 
down in the invasion of Cuba. WHHHB noted that this 
aircraft did not appear to be a U.S. military aircraft and 
he noted that the markings on the plane were either 
Guatemalan or Nicaraguan. There was no American military 
insignia on this plane. The plane was a small aircraft such 
as a two-seater type used by private civilians.

On September 29* 19ol, by letter dated September 24, 
1961, an individual with whom insufficient contact has 

been made to evaluate reliability; but who claims to be in a 
position to know, advised as follows: 

"There is a rather horrible situation going 
on here in Miami and South Florida regarding the 
Cuban situation. Most people connected with it 
(and on either side) seem to be concerned with the 
'money* side. The fact being that a man can very 
well be or pretend to be anti-Castro and pro-american 
with the net result he is pro the side which pays 
the most. 

"I have run into a group of old-time smugglers 
and cut-throats who either have or plan to take a 
load of one thousand cases of T.N.T. or other ex- 
plosives into Cuba. The plan calls for the simul- 
taneous blowing up of key points in Havana, San Diego 
de Cuba, Las Villas and other cities in the country. 

You can see from this brief report that I am not 
going into detail for there are few details I have 
and this news only reached me last evening. Of course, 
there is always the chance that it can be the old story 
of people just talking. However, in view of the fact 
that I know the people concerned in this thing, I 
know they are dead serious. 

"I sincerely fear that such a political venture 
could trigger off a series of actions whereby the United 
States will be blamed - and in truth the items will 
come from the United States. I do not approve of such 
action in private hands and when you know it smells

On September 27, 1961, a confidential informant made 
available a letter dated September 21, 1961, at Havana, Cuba. 

The informant said that the letter was written by an anti-Castro 
Cuban who has been a resident of Havana for many years and who is 
residing in that city at the present time. 

The writer reported that there is an acute shortage of 
both physicians and of medicine in Cuba today, explaining that 
most physicians either have fled from Cuba or are in hiding. 

Much needed surgery is not performed for lack of anesthesia. 

In this situation, the Cuban regime has issued a decree which 
permits male nurses, upon completion of a four month course 
of study, to engage in the practice of medicine. The four month 
course is said to be under Russian direction. 

The writer also reported that she has heard that the 
Cuban authorities are preparing to issue counterfeit United 
States paper money and a large quantity of counterfeit United 
States ten cent and twenty-five cent coins.

The writer reported that the Castro Government in 
Cuba is expecting an armed invasion soon. For this reason, 
citizens are being trained in the use of new arms brought in 
from Czechoslovakia. Machine guns and anti-aircraft weapons 
have been mounted on many hills and in other strategic places . 
The people in general, however, are distressed and hungry. 
Many believe that the United States will soon intervene, but 
some are expressing doubts about President Kennedy and the 
American people, pointing out that nothing has been done in 
the face of the destruction of Cuba by communism which is 
trying to spread this destruction throughout Latin America. 

The writer goes on to report that an effort is 
being made in Cuba to get out of Puerto 

Rico and into Cuba or some other country for the purpose of 
eventually starting a revolution in Puerto Rico.

During these past days there has been an activation 
in the inoving of troops and ammunition into the interior 
of the island. Chinese trucks with catapults for launching 
rockets, of the same type used during World War Two, have 
been observed. These vehicles have been stationed to the 
North of the Provinces of Pinar del Rio and Matanzas and 
they launch 18 lb. rockets which are rumored to be controlled 
by radar. The vehicles are very well guarded. Practically 
all the Militia battalions have been mobilized, and it has 
been observed that a great many of them have been transferred 
from Parque into the city. Firearm practices continue 
and training with Mig 15 Jets, in the zones between Vereda 
and San Antonio (Havana) and Mayari Arriba (Oriente). These 
Jets are equipped with rapid-fire cannons instead of machine 
guns. A five-barrel Czech cannon has been received, powerful 
enough to blow off the top of a hill from a distance of 40 kms. 
All the coast zones (North) between Pinar and Matanzas (in- 
clusive) are fortified with concrete casemates and anti-aerial 
122 iran. cannons combined with the four-barrel type. The Pun- 
tilla zone (Rio Almendares) is fortified with six anti-aerial 
cannons and the commanding' post is under the supervision of 
two Russian officers who pretend to be fishermen.

On October 19, 1961, a confidential informant 

advised he had learned that on the same date Carlos A.

Representative to the Organization of American States (OAS), 
contacted Ambassador Yir&ilioFbiaz NQr donez , Dominican 
Representative to the OAS, to fi*rni£h information concerning 
a recent Peruvian proposal to the OAS for the creation of 
a committee to investigate violation of human rights in 
Cuba. 


Clulow explained that the Governments of Uruguay, 
Ecuador, Mexico, Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Venezuela, 

Colombia and Haiti are prepai’ed to address a letter to the 
Chairman of the OAS Council considering the matter* with the 
request for an indefinite postponement of the meeting 
scheduled for October 25, 1961, to render a decision concern- 
ing the Peruvian proposal. 

Regarding the information set forth above, the 
informant expressed his opinion that these countries are 
"ganging up" against the Peruvian proposal and are, in 
effect, "stalling for time." He further observed that 
these countries are probably irked because they were not 
previously consulted in the Peruvian proposal. 

The August, 1961, issue of the "Diplomatic List," 
published by the United States Department of State, lists 
Carlos A. Clulow as Ambassador of the Embassy of Uruguay.
